The g reat majority of reporters and 
other newspaper writers are honest 
y oung fellows who do their best to 
present thing s fairly . 
It the report­ 
er’s news story 
is 
damag ing , it is 
usually because the truth hurts. 
It 
the editor's comment is false, it re­ 
acts on the newspaper that prints it. 
Too many thing s are hushed up. 11 
the truth was sure to come out, peo- j 
pie would be 
more 
cautious about j 
their acts. 
Young men running down 
rumors, and printing 
the 
truth 
as 
nearly as they can learn it. perform 1 
a useful serv ice. 
They should be g iv - j 
en all possible protection so long as ; 
they are honest. 
If they print false , 
statements that are damag ing , they 
lose their positions, which is ample j 
check on indiscretions, and the pub­ 
lisher can be made to pay dearly for 
the mistake or mendacity . 
There are other practical objections 
to sig ned newspaper 
articles, 
but 
those here g iv en will alway s be suffi­ 
cient reason ag ainst them. 
In the case of the 
smaller 
news­ 
papers, it is usually pretty well known 
who writes what, so that the indiv id­ 
ual writer has already lost much of 
the freedom that g oes with the anony ­ 
mous work of the larg e newspaper.

War takes what it will; the 
loss is immediate and total, and falls 
wholly on the possessors. 
But when war wants money , it must 
pay to the uttermost farthing . He who 
g iv es life to war, loses it. But he who 
g iv es money to war must lose nothing . 
He g iv es it only 
if 
he chooses, and 
then only on the g uarantee that lie 
and his children after him shall he 
paid interest in full and principal in 
full. 
On those who hav e lost ev ery ­ 
thing else in war, and their success­ 
ors forev er, is laid the burden of see­ 
ing that those who hav e g iv en money 
to war shall share none of the losses. 
Would it not 
he 
g ranting rig hts 
enoug h to capital if it were merely 
g ranted equal rig hts with ev ery thing 
else—if capital were merely made ex ­ 
actly as sacred and inv iolable as life, 
liberty , filial and paternal duty , and 
the other foundations of human ex ­ 
istence? 
It would he perfectly work­ 
able. 
If a nation at war needed capi­ 
tal, let it simply take it, by force, from 
whoev er had it. 
That is the way it 
g ets men. 
Is it any more ruthless to 
separate the banker from his funds 
than to separate the husband from his 
wife, the father from his children, the 
workman from 
his 
occupation, the 
family from its home? 
War justifies 
this course toward ev ery thing else— 
why not toward capital? 
This course would, to be sure, make 
war unpopular with the ruling classes, 
and therefore improbable. 
But is that 
any disadv antag e? War is unpopular 
with women, now, but they are power­ 
less to prev ent it. 
It 
is 
unpopular 
with working men now, but they are 
helpless to stop it. 
same risks in war that life and liber­ 
ty do, it would 
he 
unpopular 
with 
capitalists also—and the masters of 
capital hav e v oice and power. 
They 
hav e no just 
rig ht 
to 
complain if 
their interests 
are 
treated ex actly 
like ev ery other interest or rig ht. 
If 
they were so treated, the capital for 
necessary wars could be obtained just 
as the men are obtained—by impress­ 
ment. 
But unnecessary wars would 
become ex ceeding ly improbable.—Fres­ 
no Republican.

The y ield of sug ar beets per acre in 
the United States is lower, with the 
exception of Russia, than that of any 
of the other beet-producing countries. 
In Germany , the 
averag e 
is 
14.84 
tons; in Russia, 8 .9 3; and in the lTnl- 
ted States, 10.73. Climatic conditions, 
the character of the soil, and the rela­ 
tive cost of labor and land which pre­ 
vents as much work being spent on 
each acre as is done in Europe, ac­ 
count, of course, for much of the dif­ 
ferences in y ield. But even when

consideration, in the same localities, 
on soil of the same character, under 
cultural methods that appear identical, 
there is the widest rang e in the y ield.
